A Novelty in Swindling.

BEV. MK. TOOTH GONE TO GAOL. 



The Ridsdale Appeal. 

The Rev. Arthur Tooth, the Ritual- 
istic rector of St. Jame's,Haicbam, is 
now in Horsomonger-lauo Gaol. He 
sent word to one of the court oOiceis 
that be was ready to go, and tbe writ 
was served on Jan. 22. He was lodged 
in A room on tbe debtor's side of tho 
prison, and enjoys the privileges which 
have usually been accorded to debtors, 
or to those committed for contempt of 
court. Tho Kev. C. J. llidsdulo's ap- 
peal against the judgment of the 
Court of Arches.which condemned him 
for Ritualistic practice in St. Peter's 
Church, Folkesstone, was argued on 
tho next day before the Judicial Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council. Sixteen 
lords wsre present, including the 
Archbishop of Canterbury. The ap- 
peal is practically a re-bearing of tho 
Purchase case, as it involves precisely 
tbe same points; but in the former 
case, as the clergyman did not put in 
an appearance, no argumentb were 
presented from his point of view. The 
matter now to be settled is fha legal- 
ity of vestments, wafer bread, the 
eastward position, and the use of a 
crucifix lighted by candles on a screen 
between the nave ond chancei. Ac- 
cording to Lord Penzance's recent de- 
cision, however, Mr. Tooth's case will 
not be affected by tbe Ridsdale appeal, 
inasmuch as tbe inhibition, which be 
set at defiance, was based on grounds 
that are not at isiue before the appel- 
late tribunal. Tho controversy now 
raging in the Angolicau comnuinion is 
very bitter. Among the latest inci- 
dents are the. address of the Bishop of 
Gloucester on clerical rebellion, an 
address by Scotch Ritualists to Mr. 
Tooth, the protests of various High 
Church ■ocieties against the action of 
the Court, and a mass meeting in far- 
or of the disestablishment of the 
Church. 



The Russiaks in SsnviA. — Dr. Stu- 
denski, a Russian army surgeon, has 
addressed a letter from Kraguyevatz 
to the "Vedomosti" of St. Petersburg 
on tbe oauies of tbe unpopularity of 
the Rusnan volunteers in Servia. Bo- 
fore tKe war broke out, he says, tho 
Servians knew the Russians but little; 
tbey bad great respect for the Russian 
name and looked u])oa tbo Russians as 
their protectors. "When tho volunteers 
came they wore received like brothers, 
and eirtiiy .^comfort was" prepared for 
them. Bu'tthe Servians soon began 
to dislike their new visitors, and .with 
good reason. Tho Russian volunteers 
were seldom sober; thoy never censed 
to run down the Servian army and its 
leaders, and to boast of the superiority 
of Russians; tbey publicly insulted 
respectable Servian women in the 
streets, and the peaceable citizens of 
Belgrade were constantly disturbed at 
night by their drunken orgies. Thoy 
did not pay their bills at tho hotels, 
and if a, landlord asked what was duo 
to him the volunteer usually drew his 
sword or threatianed to blow his brains 
out. At the coach offices and railway 
stations, if a conveyance was not ready 
at once the drivers and guards wore 
beaten by the Russian volunteers. Af- 
ter giving many otber instances of out- 
rage and dishonor on tbe part of tho 
Russian volunteers. Dr. Studentski 
concludes by stating that "the Servians 
are more embittered against tbe-Bus- 
sians now than ever, especially as tbe 
RussijipB Mouae them of ingratitude."

B.\NKitupT St.\tes. — Tho states of 
North Carolina and Tennessee are on 
Iho evG of finauciul bankruptcy. In 
North Carolina a committee of persons 
holding state bonds to tbe amount of 
$21,409,383 is urging the Legislature 
to make a settlement and pay 50 per 
cent, of its indebtedness. This would 
impose a tax of 75 cents on tho $100 
valuation of property in tbo state to 
pay the interest and raise a sinking 
l .Hid, and a joint committee of the 
Legislature declare the state cannot 
endure such taxation, The state and 
couuty tax since ISTO hay amounted 
to GO cents oy the ?100 of valuation, 
and no increase has been borne. In 
Tennessee tbe case is a little loss bad, 
but it is probable that tho Legialatuio 
will agree with the creditors to settle 
by paying GO per cent, of the indebt- 
edness. This will leave tho debt to bo 
paid iil3,0()0,000, which tbe present 
rato of taxation — four mills, or 40 cents 
on tho iplOO of valuation — will provide 
for.

THE FISHERIES. 

Correspondenoo on the Bubjoot of tlio 
Canadian fisheries haa been laid before 
the Canadian Parliament. It seetna that 
both the Britiah and Canadian Commis- 
•ionera have bpen appointed; but that tbo 
United States Governmont have failed to 
fulfil their, part undet tbe Wnsbingtoa 
Treaty for tbo sottlement of tbis import- 
unt matter by the appuinlmont of a tbirtl 
Commissionor, so tbat the amount to bo 
paid by tbo United States Oovorumont in 
compensation to Canada for tbo froo ad- 
miasion of Americnii citizens to tbo iish- 
eri<!8 may bo determined. A Minute of 
tbo Privy Council of Canada, dated 24tU 
November, 187G, and addreaaed- to the 
British Governmont, Bays that "Althongh 
protracted negotiationa have occurred be- 

.twoen HerMajeaty'a Government and that 
of fifiie Uiited Statea, and tbe Canadian 
Government baa frequently urged tbo 
aaceasity lor disposing of tbis matter in 
the •way thus solemnly stipulated in an 
International agraomont, tboro does not 
appear to have boon any praoticr.l advance 
Whatever made by tbo United States (Gov- 
ernment towards organizing tbo Commis- 
sion agreed to at Washington m 1S71;- 
■evoral years have now elapsed during 
which United Statea oitizena have freely 
resorted to our inshorea, and availed 

• themselves of advantugea acquired under 
these artiolea without fulfilling the prin- 
cipal condition on which auch liberty was 
■ccorded. The Committee, therefore, ad- 
vise that Her Majesty's Government bo 
requeated to call tbo attention of tbo Gov- 
ernment of tbo United StiUes to tbo delays 
tbat bavo arisen by tbo failuro of that 
Government to oo-oporato iu tbo organi- 
zation of the Commission and to move tbo 
Government of tbo United States to 
promptly fulfil the terms of the said Arti- 
cles of tbo Treaty of Washington." To 
this Minuto tbo Earl of Derby replied on 
the 5th of January laat that "Since the 
rejection of the Beoiproqity Treaty by the 
United Statea Senate in February, 1875, 
Her Majesty'a tiovernment bavo not ooas- 
ed'tourge on the Qovornmeut of tbo 
United States tbo necessity of making im- 
mediate arrangements for the proper cou- 
stitntiou of the Commission by tho ap- 
pointment of on United States Commis- 
sioner and Agent, and by agreomont or an 
identic note to tbe Austrian Govornmeut 
roqueating tbo appointment of a third 
Commissioner by the Austrian Ambassa- 
dor in London, iu tbo manner presoribed 
by tho Treaty. Instructiona in this sense 
have been repeatedly sefit to Her Majesty's 
Minister at Waahington. and, at the time 
when your letter of the Idth ultimo was 
xepeived. notwithstanding the urgency of 
Continental afifaira, Lord Derby was con- 
sidering tbo form of a renewed and se- 
rious remonstrasce to tbo United States 
Government on tho subject of tljc Halifax 
Commission, and this, when prepared, 
will at once bo despatched to Ilcr Majes- 
ty's Minister at Washington." Lord 
Derby concludes with tbo hope "that tho 
renewed repie»eiitations which Sir !•]. 
Tbonitou will bo instructed to make may 
bavo tbe effect of removing any obstacles 
vrhich may at present bo raided by the 
United Statea Governmont towards the 
Kpsedy constitution of the Commission in 
tbelmanner prescribed by tbe Treaty of 
"Washington." 

A WOOLEN HILL. 

A correspondent in this is^ue throws 
out some excellent and practical ideas on 
the Bubjoct of tho establishment of u 
woolen mill in the Province, The writer 
ahow.i that 3208,695 worth of woolen 
goods passed tbrongb our CuHtom-bou»e 
for the year ending 30th Juno, 1870, to 
which be adds tbe sum of §73,01;!, paid 
in duties and charges, and he has a total 
of 8281,738 expended on fabrics, for 
the pcpdnotion of which we possess abun- 
dant and unlimited facilities. The writer 
■ets the wool product of the Province at 
180,000 ponnda, which is sent out of the 
Prov(ao0 to be worked up and returned 
with the addition of foreign manufactur- 
er!' and agents' profits and the otiier 
charges already specified. If our wool 
product were worked up in tho Provinco 
employment would bo found for many 
ukilled bands; better prices would bo ob- 
tained by wool-growers, and tho lionio- 
manufaciured articles would bo supplied 
at rates much lower than at prcsont. Tho 
communication is well worthy tho atten- 
tion of local capitalists. Than a woolen 
mill, we know of no investment where tho 
profitB would be larger.

The wounded man was taken 
to the Oity Prison Hoapitali where he 
gave the name of John Durham, and 
slated be had just ariivod from Vallejo, 
but refused to assign any causo for the 
act. Wound undoubtedly fatal. 

Santa Rosa, Feb, 21, — The Guernsville 
branch of tbe San Franciaoo and North 
Pacific Railroad will reach the town of 
Guorusville within^ the next two days. 
It is proposed to build a stage road from 
that place to a point on tho coast, distance 
of about iifteen miles, by which passan- 
gors cnu bo put through from the ooait via 
Santa Rosa four hours sooner than by any 
other route. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Chicago, Fob. 21.— James Hubbard, a 
real estate operator, filed a voluntary 
petition iu bankruptcy this morning. 
Liabilities, $250,000; assets, S2C,000. 

Alviu B. Lancaster, a capitalist of tbis 
city, was convicted to-d*y of perjury on 
three counts. Tho perjury conoists in 
Bweariug falsely as to enoumbraucas on 
property and value of real estate which 
ho owned. 

New YoitK, Feb. 22.— The Herald's 
Washington specials, accounting for 
Tilden's failure, give among other reaaona 
tbat he was never the real choice of the 
party. When nominated he never excit- 
ed tho enthusiasm of the best men of the 
party. 

Tlio Oregon developments caused much 
disgust and annoyance, compelling belief 
that if not Tildeu, men very near his per- 
son bad been engaged in an intrigue.

No one 
hearing oonveraation in infnential Demo- 
cratic circles can doubt that Tilden'a nom- 
ination was a mistake. His fussiness, 
his propensity to delay what should bo 
done at once, hia vice of working by in- 
direct, mysterious and secret means, bis 
constant interference in petty details and 
apparently insatiable grasp for power and 
influence. Hia want of well balanced and 
steady judgment and increasing belief 
that ho was lighting for his own hand 
rather than for a party— all those things 
have thoroughly alienated a great number 
of Democratic mombors and senators from 
him and tho regret at their defeat and 
their irritation at what they believe to bo 
an injustice is not intensified by any 
sorrow of him. The correspondent pro- 
coeds to argue that tho tone and the moral 
standard of the Democrat party ia difler- 
oat from and much higher than Tilden'a 
or tliat of the people who seem moHt 
directly and closely to represent him, and 
that if Hayes in conciliatory towards tlia 
south he will win to bis support enough 
southern men to break up the color 
line in politics, and thus damage the 
Democratic party, which is now with- 
out a loader.

Pulton, in tho beginning of his 
treatise du Face, says of a libeller, "that 
he is a secret canker, which conoealoth 
his name, hidoth himself in a corner, and 
privily stinguth his neighbor in his famo, 
reputation aud credit; who noitlior knows 
from whom nor from what causa ho ro- 
cuivoth his blows, nor hath any means to 
defend himself:" Aud my lord Coke, in 
his 5th lleport (125), comparoa him to a 
poisoner, who is tho meanest, the vilest, 
and most dangerous of all murderers. Nor 
can I help ropoating to you a most beau- 
tiful passage iu the groat orator Domos- 
thoues, who compares this wretch to a 
viper, which men ought to crush whore- 
over thoy find him, without staying till he 
bito them. 

Ill tho second place, if we consider the 
injury done by these libellers, it mnst 
raise tho iudigtiation of every honest and 
good man; for what is this but, as Mr. 
Pulton says, "a nolo of infamy, intended 
to defame tho person at whom it is level- 
ed, to tread his honour and estimatiou in 
tho dust, to extirpate and root out hia re- 
putation from the face of the earth, aud 
make him a scoru to his enemies, and to 
be derided and despised by hia neigh- 
bors ?"

EuiToR Colonist:— Permit mo through 
tile columns of your journal to call tho at- 
tention of capitalists aud commercial 
men to a subject which is Avell worth their 
most attentivo consideration; whether it 
bo regarded ns a source of profit to thom- 
selves or of prosperity to tho Province. 
I reefer to tho ostahlishmetit of -ft'oolon 
mills, for utilizing tlio woul grown in tho 
Province, by converting it into woolen 
fabrics auitablc for the BritishColumbinn 
markets. I am aware that woolen mills 
for British Columbia wore talked about 
some few years since, but resulted in no- 
thing, na no mills have ns yet been sstab- 
lished in this Province; whilet within th« 
list ton years, aye, and oven within that 
poiiod, woolen mills liavobeon establish- 
ed in Oregon for tho manufacture of 
woolen fabrics and thesa mills are now 
yeilding handsome returns to their pro- 
prietors, who had at starting to contend 
with ditiicultios greater than any which 
can jjofsibly stand in tho way of a similar 
undertaking here. Lot us look ai tho 
matter fairly aud honestly; and first, what 
is tlio annual consumption of woolen fa- 
brics in this Provinco V and what do tho 
duties and charges paid ou that consump - 
tion amount to ? 

Woolen fabrics, not including ready- 
inaile clothing, ns passed through tho 
Customhouse, for consumption Tor tho 
year ending 3Ulh Juno, ISTli, .imouutod to 
S208,C95. On this amount 17', per cent, 
duty was paid, or S36,52Iaud to which 
amount mu&t bo addod at least 17,'; ])or 
cent more to cover freight, commission 
and other charges, or ,S73D12 on S20f5,G'J5, 
tho net amount passed f()r consumption 
during tho fiscal year oniling JiUth June, 
1876; 

By inquiry it has boon found that tho 
annual wool product of the Island and 
Mainland amounts to about 130,000 lb*., 
which is sent out Gf tho Province to bo 

woiked up in foreign markets and return- 
ed to us in tho man 11 factured state, lomtrd 
witli the above duties, chargt-s, etc. LIow 
much better would it be for all parties to 
to have our own mills running for tho 
manufacture of our own wool; better for 
the sheep-raiser — inasmuch as he would 
have a homo market where he could bo 
tho salesman of his own produce, and 
wholly independent of agents or middle- 
nioii, and at the same time ho would ba 
certain to realize the fair market value for 
tho arlicla. Better, too, for tho Provinco 
iu general, inasmuch as tho above 
amounts paid iu tho shape of duties, com- 
mission, charges, etc., would bo rotainud 
in the Provinco and api)ri<piiated to its 
legitimatiMisi-s in tlio p I ymont of Wiigts 
anil the aui^porl or fostering of this aud 
other l)onehcial industrial undertakings. 
It is to bo uoteil , also, (and this fact, ia 
itself a powerful arguraout in favour of 
utilizing by home manufacture the wool 
product of our own Province,) that sheep 
disorders incidental to tho growth of wool 
in other countries, aro almost, .if not 
wholly unknown hero. Tho stimulus, 
alhO, whieJi would bo given to the breed- 
ing of sheep in order to meet the increas- 
ing demaud for the raw material is an- 
other argument in favor of Provincial 
woolen mills. 

It is most desirablo that this subject 
bhouKl bo thoroughly vontilatcd;for there 
can 1)0 no doubt that tho prosiierily of 
the Province mainly depends on tho cnor- 
gy shown by tho pooplo themselves in the 
wise uso which they make of cai)ital and 
labor. I know that there aro goutlomou 
residing in the city of Victoria and on tho 
Mainland who are at present earnestly di- 
recting their nttontion to this subject, and 
it is to bo lio])ed that by their combined 
unity of thought and action such an 
undertaking will not a second time got tho 
go-by. When this subject was formerly 
talltod about I believo it was proposed to 
ank tho Government for a cash bonus. 
This, I think, woald be iiuita unnccessaiy 
and laiglit prove hurtful instead of prov- 
ing beneficial. Tho only Govornmont 
aid that would be required would be the 
admittance of tbo machinery needful for 
such a mill duty free. - D.L.

. Ctovenior>General'a Speech. 

Honorable Oentlemen of the Senate: Gen 
tlemen of the House of Commons; 
I am glad to be again enabled to sum 
mon you to hieet for the despatch 'of.lbusi 
noss, at tho time which has been consid- 
ered best suited to tho oonvenieuce of 
members. 

During tho recess I visited thoProviucQ 
of British Columbia, and had ranch satis 
faction iu becoming acquainted with the 
people of that interastiag part of the Do- 
uiinion, and with the climate and fesour- 
003 of their Province. 

Tho surveys of tho Pacific Bail way have 
boon proBocuted with tho utmoat vigour 
and at a larger cost during the past than 
in any previous year, but it has not d)oeii 
found possible, as yot, to complete the lo- 
cation of the line, and I have consequent- 
ly been obliged to postpone the inviting 
of tenders for its construction on tho 
terms indicated by tho Act of 1874. 
.V.A further correspondence on tho sub- 
jects at issue botweou my Govsrnmout 
and British Columbia will bo laid before 
you. 

During the recent suspension of the 
Extradition arrangements with the United 
States I took care that tho importance to 

Canada of a spoedy resumption of these 
arrangements should bo roproaouted to 
Uor Majesty's Government, whose atten- 
tion has been furthor invited to the expe- 
diency of largely extending the provis- 
ions of tho existing Treaty, 

I am glad to be able to state that while 
the oiioration of the Treaty has boen re- 
sumed, negotiations uro iu progress for a 
convention more liberal and better suited 
to the oiroumstancoa of tho two countries. 

Tho attention of my Government hav- 
ing been directed to some anomalies iu 
tho Uoyal Commission, and Boyal lu- 
fitructions to the Governor-Qeneral, par- 
ticularly with rogurd to the exercise of 
the Prerogative of pardon,BtepB bare been 
taken towards the amendment of these in 
strumunts. 

Papors ou this subject, as well as ou 
the Extradition question, will be laid be- 
fore you. 

The great public works in connection 
with the St. Lawrence navigation, and 
tho canals required to complete the sys- 
tem, havo boen prosecuted with saooesa 
during tho past year. 

Nearly all the works on tbo Welland 
and Lachine Canals have boon placed 
under contract on terms favorable to the 
country. 

Tho active prosecntion of these works 

during tho last three years has nooeasari- 
ly increased tho public debt, and though 
eipflctatious are entertained that tho out- 
lay may ultimately bo repaid to tho coun- 
try, it may be considered advisable not to 
press all the works, coutomplsted ia tho 
oarlier years of Confederation, to comple- 
tion at present. 

I am happy to state that tho Intercol- 
onial Itailway was open for traflic,throngh- 
ont its entiio length, early iu tho sum- 
mer, with ns favorable results as could 
havo been ex|ioctod. 

One of tho immediate advantages of tho 
completion of the railway was the delivery 
and roception of the British mails at 
Halifax after the closing of tho St. Law- 
rence; and I am happy to say that up to 
the prrsont time mails and passengers 
have been successfully carried over the 
linos without any iulorruption. 

Tho exhibition of Canadian products, 
nanufactures and works of art at the 
United States National Exposition at Phi- 
ladelphia, was eminently sncceasful, and 
lircclaimed to the world that Canada has 
already taken a hish jilace as a farming, 
miiniifacturing ; nd mining country. 

It is gratifying to bo ablo to state that 
tho expondituro was kept well within tho 
oatimate. 

It is but just that I should aoknowledge 

that tho success achieved bv tbs enter- 
prise of onr people was largely aided by 
the energy aud wisdom of tho Commis- 
Hioners who had charge of tho arrange- 
ments. 

I havo considered it advisable in the 
interest of the country to make arrange- 
ments for exhibiting Canadian products 
at the oxhibition to bo hold at Sydney, 
New South Wales, for which you will bo 
asked to make provision. 

Notwithatanding tho loss of revenue, 
consequent ohielly on tho diminution of 
our iinportatious, tho reductiona efTooted 
during tho current year havo gone far to 
restore tho equilibrium botweon inoomo 
and expenditure, though groat ocouoiny 
will bo still needful to attain thia object. 

I regret that I am still unublo to »n- 
nouuce any progress in obtaining a aottle- 
mont of tho Fishery claims undsr the 
Washington Treaty, though my Govern- 
ment has made every effort to aeonre that 
result. 

My Commissionors linve mada further 
Treaty arrangements wilii certain of tho 
Indian tribes of the North-West Terri- 
tories, by which thoir title is extingnish- 
«d to a very largo portion of the territor- 
ies west of Treaty No. i; and altliough 
aomo of tho ])rovisiong of this Treaty are 
of a aomowhat ouorous aud exceptional 
character, I have thought it,neverthele8a, 
advisable, on the wliolo, to ratify it. I 
have mado an ongagcmout to negotiate a 
Treaty with the remaining tribes east of 
the llocky Mouutaiua. 

The oxpenditnro incurred by tho Indian 
Treaties is undoubtedly largo, but the 
Canadian policy is, nevortholoss, tbo 
cheapest, ultimately, if wo compare the 
results with those of other countries; and 
it is, above all, a humane, just and Chris- 
tian policy. 

Notwithstanding the doplorabla war 
waged between tho Indian tribes in the 
United States territories, and tho Govern- 
ment of that country during tho last year, 
no difficulty has arisen with the Canadian 
tribes living in the immediate vicinity of 
tho scono of hoatilitios. You will bo ask- 
ed to consider tho expodioncy of making 
such changes iu tho Joint Stock Compan- 
ies' Act as may obviate for the future tho 
paaiago of special fi-cts of Farlismout for 
the incorporation of various olaasea^ of 
Companies, including such corporations 
as seek to engage in tho borrowing and 
lending of money, by providing for thoir 
organization by Letters Patent. 

Tho desirability of affording additional 
security to policy holders of Life Asaur- 
ance Companies has engaged the attention 
of my Government, and I trust that the 
meaanro which will be submitted will ao- 
compliflh the desired object. 

A measure will bo submitted to yon for 
tho purpose of oxteuding to tho naviga- 
tion of the great inland waters rights aud 
remedies at present confined to waters 
within tho jurisdiction of Ihe Oonrts of 
Vice-Admiralty, 

You will bo asked to amend and consol- 
idata tho laws relating to Customs. 

I havo cons'dorod it advisable to pro- 
vide for the pormouout proaocutiou of the 
Qtologioal Survey, which has ber«tp(o{9 



boon carried on tinder ti'niporary enact- 
monts, and to make this n distinct branch 
of the Civil Service; vour atteuliou will 
bo invited to a lit!! fJr that purpose. 

MG.",GareB will bo aubmittoil also for tho 
amendment of tho Weights ond.^Measures 
Act, tho Exciao laws, and other Acts, and 
also a Bill relating to Shipping. 
Gentlemen of the House of Commons : 

The accounts of tho past year will be 
laid before you. , - 

Tho Estimates for the' next financial 
year will bo submittod, ond will, I trust, 
bo found to bo framodwith aviewto meet 
tho existing circumstances of the country 
wliilo at the samejiiine providing for car- 
rying on tho administration of affairs with 
efllcienoy, 

Honorable Gentleman of the Senatt: Gen- 
tlemen of the Uoaite cf Commons; 
I place full reliance on your prudence 
and ability, aud your devotion to tho 
work of logislution, which, I trust, may 
be carried on and completed iu such a 
way BS to minister to the pro.spority of 
tho country and tho unity of tho pooi)lp. 

On motion of Mr. Muckenzio, His Ex- 
cellency's Speech waa ordered to be taken 
into consideration to-morrow. 



Tho Situation in British Columbia.

* * • Tho only 
hope for any trustworthy promise of 
thu completion of tho road within a rea- 
sonable time — say ten or fifteen years — 
now rests upon the British Cabinet, which 
having become a party to the last agree 
mont, may consider it a duty to i)rovide 
for fulfilment, though, porhiyis, with 
some delay. Whether there is any foun- 
dation for this hope will probably bo 
known within a day or two after tho open- 
ing of tho Legislature. Goveruor-Geu- 
sral DutTorin, in-a Into i)ublio speech at 
Toronto, said: 

"I consider it as n("j small part of my 
good fortune that my connection with Ca- 
nada eliould havo ocourred at a mt>ment 
when prob:.bly she is in the act of mak- 
ing ono of tho greatest strides toward the 
establishment of her piestigo, stability, 
and importance which has hitherto been 
recorded in her history." 

People do not know what this means, 
nnloHs it is that the British Cabinet will 
give their help. The enemies of separa- 
tion arguo that if British Columbia should 
secedo from tho Confederation, sbo would 
bo heavily oppressed by her debt, which 
tho Dominion nasumod; that by reverting 
to tho condition of u Ciown Colony ahe 
would lose aomo of hor prosout political 
privileges, and would bo subject to tho 
rule of an oligarch:^'; that the contmental 
portion of tho province might remain iu 
the Confodoration, and thus reduce Vic- 
toria to insignificaDce ; and that in a few 
years Vancouver Island would bo glad to 
get into the Confederntion again, without 
insi.'iting upon such term.'j as sho now de- 
mands. Tho Colonist says: 

"If the Carnarvon despatch is not satis- 
factory, and if there is to bo separation, 
lot it bo thoronghly understood what our 
political sititus shall Ijb, and let us see tj 
it that tho Mainland nios-es cut with us, 
or wo fliall lind all tbo evils sketched by 
Lord Dufforiu iu his horoscope realized 
in the case of tho Island, aud all tho ben- 
efits he predicted enjoyed by the Main- 
land. Although wo sometimes think that 
anything would be better for tho country 
than tho continnal ngitation that has nl- 
mobt paralyzed industry and oomniorce, 
stopped imjirovoment, caused tho with- 
drawal of English capital and lowered tho 
credit of tho Province, wo are still con- 
strained to ask whether our ounditiou 
would improve by separation, provided ir« 
have a positive assurance from the Secretary 
of the Colonies that the iiudn line will lie 
built, a}\d are offered a .sKj/icicnt money com- 
pensation for ike Island line. Wo think 
that should Lord Carnarvon hold out thi-i 
assurance, and we were to decide to se- 
parate, our position would be infinitely 
worse than it is now." 

Thia coming from tho enemy of sopara- 
tiou iiulicatos what jna3' bo expected in 
case tho Carnarvon loiter is not satisfacto 
ry. ilis assuriince of the cunstrnction of 
the main line should have a time limit of 
not moro than fifteen years, putting off" 
completion to 1892, whereas the first bar- 
gain fixed the time in 1880; but tho latter 
promise was ono which no honest and 
well-informed Cabinet would have mado. 

In case of separation, what next? We 
repeat our expression of belief mado six 
ya&ra ago, when wo predicted the inevita- 
ble failure of Cauadu tokeop hor contract: 
that if British Columbia will make the 
advances for annexation, and ourGovern- 
mout can accept thom without a war, Con- 
gress, iu consiiloratiou of addition to tho 
American domaiu, will, within five years, 
construct railroads from Victoria to Xan- 
ftimo, from Bnto Iiilot ulong tho coast to 
Semiahmoo, from aemiahmoo to Ogdon 
and Kalaiua, and from Boaeburg to Bad- 
ding, thus pi oviding tbo best portions of 
Britiflli Columbia with roads, and supply- 
ing short routes to San Franoisco and Now 
York, and opening np tho country to im 
migrants and travol, Congress is shy of 
giving subsidies for roads iu American 
territories, but will give to British Col- 
umbia all the railroads she can use in re- 
turn for the conveyance of her territory 
west of the Booky Mduntaina.
